CHICAGO, Nov. 27.—Edward Payson 
Weston, the 69-year-old pedestrian, 
ended his tramp of 1234 miles from Port- 
land, Me., at 12:15 p. m. today, when he 
plodded up to the Federal Building amid 
the cheers of a throng. He left Port- 
land Oct. 29 at 5 p. m., thus making 
hig traveling time, exclusive of Sundays, 
24 days, 19 hours and 15 minutes. He 
broke his record of # years ago by 1 
day, 3 hours and 2% minutes. His former 
time was 26 dmys, 22 hours and 4 min- 
utes. 

The finish was a triumphal march 
from the Chicago Beach Hotel through 
the South Side boulevards, with an 
augmenting crowd always around and 
following. While the trip officially end- 
ed at the Federal Building, a simple, but 
unfortunate circumstance, and Weston’'s 
pride changed the reception plans at the 
last moment. 

At the Federal Building, Weston, 
flushed with victory, approached the 
Jackson boulevard entrance, used only 
by employes. At this door a uniformed 
official directed Weston to one of the 
other entrances. Notwithstanding that 
Mayor Busse, Postmaster Campbell and 
other city and Federal officials were 
awaiting his arrival, Weston thereupon 
asked the way to the Illinois Athletic 
Club, and, although he and his proces- 
sion passed around the Federal Build- 
ing, he could not be persuaded to en-

“Public Nuisances” Can Be 
Suppressed by Injunc- 
tion, It Is Held.

decision of the Supreme Court 


in the World’s Fair bull-fight 
in which it is held that public 
may be suppressed by in- 
junction, strikes a fatal blow at the 
defense in the lid-lifting clubs in St. 
Louis County, in which the same law 
points are involved. 

The Supreme Court decided that bull 
fights are nuisances, and reversed the 
St. Louis County Circuit Court, which 
refused to issue an injunction against 
Dennis Canty and others who were at- 
tempting to give exhibitions during the 
World’s Fair. The Attorney-General 
proceeded against the St. Louls County 
lid-lifting clubs on the theory that they 
were puwuiic nuisances and suppressed 
them under temporary injunctions. 

The respondents were waiting for the 
decision in the bull-fight cases before 
asking for a hearing on the question of 
making the temporary injunctions per- 
manent. 

Clubs Affected. 

The clubs against which temporary 
injunctions were issued were the Lou- 
isiana Club, of which Mark Gumberts 
was proprietor; the New Era Fishing 
and Hunting Club, near Delmar Gar- 
den; the Belmont Club, at West End 
Heights; the Lafayette Social Club, at 
Meramec Highlands; the Ramona Lake 
Fishing and Hunting Club, the Creve 
Coeur Sailing Club and the St.. Louis 
County Fishing, Hunting and Gunning 
Club, at Creve Coeur Lake. They 
fought the injunctions on the theory 
that this was not the proper court pro- 
cedure in cases in which no property 
rights were involved. 

The Attorney-General classed them as 
nuisances and contended that they could 
be suppressed by injunction. The clubs 
have not been operating since the tem- 
porary injunctions were issued.

Insane Woman Is Halted

HE STRUGGLES UNAIDED 








Roomer Finally Comes to His

Philip Smith, after his throat had 
been cut by his insane mother while 
he slept at 2811 Morgan street, strug- 
gled desperately early Wednesday to 
prevent her from throwing herself into 
a cistern in their rear yard, and suc- 
ceeded, despite his wound and faintness 
frm loss of blood. He ig under treat- 
ment at his home and his mother, Mrs. 
Eliza D. Smith, is held at the City Hos- 
pital. 

Smith was awakened at 5:30 a. m., 
when his razor, which his mother ob- 
tained from a dresser drawer, sank into 
his throat. The cut is almost from ear 
to ear, but is nowhere more than half 
an inch deep, and did hot sever the 
jugular vein. 

As the young man raised himself in 
bed he caught his mother’s wrist, and 
she dropped the weapon, wresting her- 
self free. 

Forced Away From Cistern., 

As Mrs. Smith ran through the kitchen 
her son followed, and he overtook her 
at the cistern, after she had tried to 
lower herself through the opening. To 
extricate her in spite of her resist- 
ance required all his power. She fought 
back with the unnatural strength of 
the insane, her screams ringing out 
shrilly. 

Step by step Smith forced his mother 
into the house and held her on a bed. 
Charles Reid, a roomer in the house, 


‘went to his aid in a short while, and 


summoned police and neighbors. 


finaily was taken into custody by Pa- 
trolmen O’Neil and Schlanger. As she 
rode to the hospital she repeatedly 
said that ‘‘the devil told her to kill her 
son.’’ 

Mind Unbalanced by Deatha. 

Mrs. Smith’s mind became unbalanced 
after her husband’s death, and for a 
time she was at the Insane Asylum to 
prevent her from carrying out suicide 
threats.

Search for Bush has been fruit- 
less, and he is supposed to be dead 
in the thick woods near Clio, Five of 
the buckshot must have entered his 
back. His hat, also found, was riddied. 

The shots were fired from the storage 
warehouse of the Grant Lumber Co., 
which is located 70 feet froi.i the sta- 
tion. This company is engaged in close 
rivalry with the Pine Bluff concern, 
which entered the field two years ago, 
importing men from Louisiana to control 
its affairs. Among those men were Bush, 
Godfrey and Paul Castleberry. 

Quarreled Over Use of Wires. 

Last Wednesday Bush and Bert Mc- 
Cartney, an employe of the Bluff City 
company, fought in the Clio Railroad 
Station after quarreling about the use 
of telegraph wires. Godfrey and Cas- 
tleberry were present, but are said to 
have taken no hand inthe encounter. 
McCartney was worsted. He was beat- 
en over the head with a revolver, and 
for several days was ill at his home. 

In this rough lumber country resort 
to the law is rare between individuais, 
and residents of Clio shook their heads 
when they heard of the fight, fearing 
further trouble.

Prices Jo Per Cent. 





DEALERS ARE WATCHED 





Chicago Producers Seek to 
Have Markets Adhere to 
Their New Scale. 





Keep your eye on your butcher. 

If he doesn’t sell meat to you at 
least .0 per cent cheaper than he uid 
a week ago he is overcharging you. You 
ought to get your pork chops and beef 
steaks cheaper than at any time in the 
last nine ‘years, and if you don’t you 
ought to know the reason. This is the 
declaration of the packers. 

Pork Chops 10 Cents. 

You should be able to buy for 10 
cents a pound of pork chops, for which 
you have been paying 12% cents a 
pound, the packers say. 

A 1l5-cent round steak ought to be as 
big as the one for which you ‘have been 
paying 20 cents, and you should be able 
to buy a choice porterhouse steak, the 
$0-cent kind, for 26 cents. 

But packers say that the retailers, 
many of them, at least, are making cap- 
ital out of the big decline in prices and 
are piling up profits at the expense of 
the housekeeper. 

The word has gone forth that the local 
representatives of Swift & Co., Ar- 
mour’s, Cudahy’s, the St. Louis Dressed 
Beef and Provision Co. and Swartzs- 
child & Sulzberger must do all in their 
power to check this tendency on the 
part of retailers to force them to desist 
from working what is technically known 
as a ‘scalp’ on the consumer. 


Dispatches from Chicago say that the 
big packing companies are especially 
anxious to whip the retailers into line 
because they fear that if high prices 
for mea: continue the tariff on Cunacian 
and Mexican cattle will be removed by 
Congress. This would inean that meat 
would be cheap all the vear round and 
that the siles of the grest pacxing com- 
panies would be so materially reduced 
that they would be unable to pay the

Packers Advise Butchers. 


“We will use our moral influenees with 
the retailers,”’ said thie - 1 ro-presenta- 
tives. of one of the big companies 
Wednesday. ‘‘We do not control any 
of the shops here, but we think we can 
make the retailers see thta competition 
inevitably will force them all in line.

BOYS WHO FIND $40,000 
BURIED TREASURE SHOUT

One Thousand Persons Fight for 
Money, but Police Arrest 24 
and Recover $12,000 


SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 27.—Told by 
an old woman that she believed there 
was money buried in the vacant lot 
at Green and .owell streets, where a 
lodging house had stood before the fire 
last year, Leon Thomas and another 
boy went to work with pick and shove! 
to find it.. They had not been digging 
long when they uncovered an old trunk 
full of gold. silver and currency. 

The boys shouted the nevs of their 
discovery to everyone within hearing 
distance, and within a few minutes a 
thousand persons were fighting for the 
money and carrying it away in all sorts 
of receptacles. The police arrested 24 
persons, who had in their possession 
about $5000. Dozens who had made 
larger hauls escaped. 

The two boys who made the discov- 
ery carried off $4000, but this was con- 
fiscated by the police, who recovered 
altogether $12,000.

The 
money had been buried by an old woman

WASHINGTON, Nov. 27.—Soren Chris 
tensen of Salt Lake City, a witness td 
day in the trial of Mrs. Annie M. Brad- 
ley, charged with the murder of former 
Senator Arthur Brown of Utah, testified 
that he was in Pocatello, Idaho, with 
Senator Brown on one occasiion when 
Mrs. Bradley appeared unexpectedly. He 
testified that Senator Brown chastized 
her for following him there. 

On the same day, he said, the Sena- 
tor’s wife appeared and engaged in a 
personal struggle with Mrs. Bradley, 
clutching her by the throat and ex- 
claiming: ‘‘Let me kill her.” 

Justice Stafford halted the trial for a 
moment this morning to direct the at- 
tention of the bailiffs to a girl, aged 
about 11, seated in the rear of the court- 
room with a gray-haired woman, evi- 
dently her mother. The Court directed 
that the woman and the child be re- 
quired to leave the courtroom. The tak- 
ing of testimony was suspended while 
they were ushered out. Both were un- 
usually well dressed and apparently were 
refined. 

Tells of Threat to Kill, 

Archibald Livingstone, clerk in Sen- 
ator Brown's office in Salt Lake, con- 
tinued his testimony in rebuttal at the 
opening of court today. He identified 
the railroad ticket signed by Mrs. Brad- 
ley, which was turned in when sh: 
changed her mind and came to Washing- 
ton instead of going to Los Angeles. He 
said there was nothing unusual in the 
appearance or manner of Mrs. Bradley 
on her departure from‘Salt Lake. 

“In the summer of 196,’ he added, in 
reply to the questions of the Govern- 
ment’s attorneys, “she came to the of- 
fice and we talked about Brown. She 
asked if I thought he would marry Wer. 
I said I did not, and she said: ‘He'll 
have to, or I'll blow his head off.’ ”’ 
“Mrs. Bradley, during this testimony, 
watched the witness intently, leaning 
forward at “meg to whisper to Judge 
Powers. As the ‘witness recalled how 
Mrs. Bradley “‘joliied” Ars. Brown on 
one or two occasions on which the Sen- 
ator became furious, the prisoner smile: 
broudly, apparently amused ovér the rec: 
ollections. 

Mrs. Brown’s Statement, | 

The witness was questioned concern- 
ing a conversation in 190%. He said he 
saw Mrs. Bradley in Mrs. Brown’s 
house, and Mrs. Brown ip her presence 
said she had been over to the hote! 
and had found Mr. Brown and Mrs. 
Bradley in a compromising position. She 
said she wanted to make a statement 
and wanted a witness to take it down. 
In a short time she sent for a_ wit- 
ness and the statement was made and 
recorded. 

The witness was asked regarding the 
conversation that took place in Sana- 
tor Brown's office in the summer of 
1902, at the time the divorce from irs. 
Brown was talked of. He said Mrs 
Brown wanted her husband to make 
a statement, and Brown replied: “I 
will protect Mrs. Bradley so long as 
life is in me. I will tell Mrs. Brown 
to get a divorce from me or I will get 
one. I will state in the presence of 
my bitterest enemy (referring to Col. 
Tatlock) that I will stick to Mrs. Brad- 
ley as long as life lasts.” 

The witness said further that Mrs. 
Brown asked Senator Brown to sign 
the statement, but he refused, where- 
upon Mrs. Bradley said: “Arthur, sign 
it,” to which Brown answered: ‘Yes, 
Dolly, I will sign anything for you, but 
I will not for Madam.”’ 

Didn’t Promise to Wed. 

On cross examination by Mr. Hoo- 
ver, witnesses said that Brown at the 
conference did not say he would mar- 
ry Mrs. Bradley, although the state- 
ment quoted was the substance of his 
remark. 

The witness had been employed by 
the firm of Brown & Henderson from 
1898 until the firm was dissolved. He 
is still employed in the same capac- 
ity by Max Brown. 

The conversation in which he had 
heard Mrs. Bradley say Mr. Brown 


would marry her or she would blow 
his head off took place in the summer 
of 1906, he said, 

He had not told her that Brown 
ought to marry her. He never 
heard Mrs. Bradley's gon called Ar- 
thur Brown Jr. He had heard of him 
only as Arthur Brown.

Louis Carmen arrived in Springtield 
last night on his run from Newburg. He 
said the woman probably was his wife 
and that they had been separated a 
year, but never divorced. 

Believes It In His Daughter. 

They were married in Sheffield and 
lived in Springfiela eight years. He 
said he would go to Kansas City today 
and probably start for California at 
once, The woman was his second wife, 
he said. 

“From the reports that come from 
Oakland, I believe the woman whose 
body has been -found there is my miss- 
ing daughter,” Mr. Linderman said. 
“She was married when she was @4 
years old to Louis Carmen, a railroad 
man, 5) years old then. 

They went to Springfield 
That was eight vears ago. They lived 
there together until a year ago last 
September; then my daughter left her 
husband. She may have gone to Cali- 
fornia. She was a decided blonde. J 
have not seen or heard from her since 
she left Springfield.”’ 

Mi. Zuinderman sent a 
Night to Louis Carmen, 
come to Kansas City and talk with 
him about the case.

The Oakland police are investigating 
still another mystery in connection with 
Wilkins’ arrest. They say a youth 
named T. &. Kimmons, who lived with 
Wilkins for some time, disappeared sud- 
denly. According to Wilkins, Kimmons 
inherited a fortune and left for Hous- 
ton, Tex. The Oakland authorities 
wired the Kansas City police to ascer- 
tain whether Kimmons also was known 
at the Washington Park Boulevard Ho- 
tel, and whether he knew Mrs. Carmen 
while she boarded there. 

Following the discovery of a bottle of 
strychnine in the shed in Elmhurst 
where the woman's body was found, 
Wilkins confessed that the dead wom- 
an was not his wife and made the fol- 
lowing statement to the police, accord- 
ing to dispatches from Oakland: 

“tT met the woman on a train. She 
Was between 30 and 35 vears old. When 
I met her she was broke, and she came 
to live with me. She never told me 
anything about her past—never told me 
Who her parents were. She said her 
name was Verne Wallace. As to how 
she died, I can’t see that it concerns 
an-one but me.” 

An antopsy was held yesterday at 
Elmhurst. Although no official state- 
ment Was made by the physiclans, it is 
reported that traces of poison were 
found in the woman's stomach.

New Certificate Plan Fails, So 
Far as Individuals Are 
Concerned. 





Although the local United States Sub- 
treasurer, Thomas J. Akins, says he is 
still accepting subscriptions to the Gov- 
ernment issue of certificates and bonds 
from private individuals and has re- 
ceived no orders from Washington to 
the contrary, St. Louis bankers accept 
as authentic the press dispatches from 
Washington that Secretary Cortelyou 
has decided to sell the certificates and 
bonds to national banks only. 

Mr. Akins admits that none of the 
bonds subscribed for by individuals 
through his office has yet been allotted, 
but he declares they will be, so far as 
he knows. 

The reported new position of Secretary 
Cortelyou spellg failure for the original 
plan of the Government in the bond is- 
sue proposition. It was originally an- 
nounced that the Government's purpose 
in floating the issue was to call forth 
hoarded money. The change, if true, 
means that the Government realizes it 
cannot carry out that purpose through 
the medium of the issue of certificates 
and bonds. Press dispatches say the 
reason given by the Treasury Depart- 
ment is that. Mr. Cortelyou deems it in- 
advisable for the Government to hold 
forth an investment to investors that 
would cause them to draw out their 
funds from banks and thus embarrass 
the banks generally. 

Changed Plan Pleases Bankers. 

This reported view of Secretary Cor- 
telyou has been enthusiastically re- 
ceived by local bankers. 

‘“‘We have contended all along that the 
Government shoyld not go into competi- 
tion with us for depositors’ money,” 
said one financier to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter, 

Another banker, when told that Sec- 
retatv Akins entertained a diffcrent 
view, said: “Akins ought to set in line 


with. his supecriors.”’

“Tl de not believe the press dispatches 
from VV ashington ure true. I am sfill 
necepting subecrt ptions from private in- 
dividuals and have no reason to think 
tne Treasury Department does not wish 
me to continue My instructions are to 
telegraph to W ashington every night the 
names and addresses of all subscribers. 
I telegraphed about 50 names last night 
for subscriptions of about $150,000. I 
think if the department wanted me to 
stop accepting individual subscriptions 
it would wire me to stop telegraphing 
these names nightly. 

“The press dispatches sav the sub- 
treasurers have been directed to return 
the money paid by subscribers. That 
is inaccurate, for the reason that the 
subscribers have not paid anything. 

Weouldn’t Harm the Banks. 
“The argument that bonds should 


not be sold to individuals because it 
takes money out gf the banks and, 
therefore, out of circulation, is not good. 
The money the Government will receive 
from private subscribers it will re- 
deposit in some of the national banks 
that are Government depositories. For 
that reason the sa. of certificates and 
bonds to individuals does the banks no 
harm and helps the individual by offer- 
ing him a good investment.’’ 

The Merchants-Laclede bank has sub- 
scribed for $500,000 of the certificates. 
None of the other nation.i banks has 
subscribed for any, it appears. 

No trouble from heavy withdrawals is 
expectel by the local] trust companies 
I’riday, when depositors may commence 
to draw out their savings accounts of 
$100 cr less. 

“Some of the persons who gave us 
notice of withdrawal have already can- 
celed the notice,” said Vice-President 
George W. Wilson of the Mercantile 
Trust Co. “Others we have paid without 
waiting for the time limit to come into 
operation.”’ 

-Similar conditions are reported at the 
other trust companies.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 27.—William 
Jennings Bryan departed at 3 o'clock 
this morning for New York, where he 
will speak tonight. He made two 
speeches last night, one at a labor 
meeting at Convention Hall, where he 
shared honors with Samuel Gompers, 
and the other at the banquet of the 
United Democracy. 

Before leaving Washington Mr. Bryan 
détlared that if he becomes the candi- 
date of the Democrats next year it will 
be because he believes he can be of 
service to his party. 

“It is not to be a money campaign,” 
he said. “Our fight must be made by 
volunteers. If 1 were the candidate I 
would rather go out and make this 
fight without a national committee and 
withqit a national treasury than to go 
out with a campaign fund, the source 
of which we were not willing to. divulge 
to all the people.’’ 

Mr. Bryan refused to discuss the clash 
he had yesterday with Senator John W. 
Daniel of Virginia, who wielded the 
gavel at Chicago in 1896, when Bryan 
said: ‘‘You shall not press down upon 
our head this crown of thorns, you shal! 
not crucify mankind upon this cross of 
gold.’’ 

Bryan had been addressing the. Na- 
tional Publicity Association on the beau- 
ties of putting the lobbyist out of busi- 
ness with the newspaper X-Ray and haG 
just stepped out of the elevator at the 
New Willard Hotel.

Woman Clad in a Kimona 
Afraid to Return to 
Her Room. 





Smoke pouring through the corridors 
and elevator shafts, and fire engines 
rattling on the streets, caused a fire 
scare at the Planters Hotel at 1:45 a. 
m. Wednesday. Most of the °€5 guests 
were asleep at the time. Ten or twelve 
persons rushed from their rooms to the 
lobby on hearing the noise and scenting 
the smoke. Two of them were women. 

One of the ip ao fled to the lobby 
from her room the third floor clad 
in a kimona. The other’ woman was 
accompanied by her husband. They hur- 
ried to the ground floor from their 
apartment several floors above. The 
husband explained to Night Clerk Wal- 
ton that his wife is a sufferer from 
heart disease a i had been through 
one fire. 


Walton had little difficulty in con- 
vincing the men that there was no dan- 
ger from the firc. The man from the 
upper floor took his -wife back with 
him, after learning the situation, but 
the woman from the third floor sat in 
the reception room, clad in her kimona, 
for a half hour before deciding to re- 
turn to her apartment. 

Grounded Wires the Cause. 

The blaze was remarkable for the 
great volume of smoke and the smal! 
amount of damage it produced. It was 
caused by the grounding of electric 
light wires. The switchboard whence 
the lights tn the dining room are oper- 
ated is located on the second, or parlor, 
floor, west of the large dining room. 
The switchboard is fitted in a pine wood 
framcwork. The wires set this wood- 
work ablaze and the flames spread from 
the switchboard to the door leading into 
the dining room. 

Night Clerk Richard Walton and Night 
Watchman Joseph Curley were stand- 
ing at the clerk’s desk when the fire 
started. When they smelled the smcke 
they thought it came from the pantry, 
as it was about the hour that the bak- 
ers start preparing bread for breakfast. 
But they learned it was a fire when the 
smoke commerced pouring into the lob- 
hy by way of the dining rooms. 

Miss Hannah Sachs, night telephone 
operator, at once gave a atiil alarm, 
The firemen who responded quickly «x- 
tinguished the blaze with their babcocks,

Nothing hurts a ballplayer so much 
as jeers from the home bleecher. In 
the past, there has been many a good 
player driven out of the business by 
sneering and even good natured, but 


cutting remarks from the fans wh9g 
sit in the cheap seats at every gam@ 

On the road the players can take 
all kinds of joshing or even angry 
talk from the fans and it hardly ever 
affects them, but let even a lone fan 
get after a player in his home town, 
and that player will begin to ‘go 
downhill at once and unless the re- 
marks are soon stopped, the player 
will soon be sitting on the bench or 
else be released from the team entire- 


y. 
How often one hears the remark, 
“He was in bad in such and such a 
town and so was traded.’ The re- 
mark simply signifies that the player 
was forced out of the town because 
of the enmity of one or two, or per- 
haps a dozen fans who disliked him 
and made it a point to taunt him day 
after day from their secluded seats in 
the crowd. 
Advantage With the Fan. 


Often such players never Know or 
even see the men who are casting the 
slurs at them, but just the same they 
are always conscious of their pres- 
ence end fearful at all times of mak- 
ing mistakes that will bring down a 
volume of jeers. 

Jimmy Casey, third baseman of ‘the 
Brooklyn Club, who is slated as mana- 
ger of Toronto next season, was One of 
the players victimized by rowdy fans. 
At one time Casey was one of the most 
popular players in the National League, 
being at the time a members of the Chi- 
cago Club. His very name seemed 
sacred to lovers of baseball, and he 
was cheered every time he came to bat. 
Under such conditions, Casey was a 
powerful man for the Chicago Club, 
both in batting and fielding. 

But in the fall of 1904 and all through 


around third base he became erratic 
and often heaved the ball wild or fum- 
bled badly on easy grounders. His face 
wore a l9ok of distress night and day, 
and he slipped about the streets and on 
the ball field as though being hunted 
and afraid of being caught. 

The result was the trade of Casey 
among other players, for Sheckard of 
Brooklyn, and Casey then went to the 
Long Island town and was once more 
the vTasey of old. The first time he 
Played in Chicago with the Brooklyn 
team he was the sensation of the game, 
and did all this under the very eyes of 
the men who had driven him from the 
Windy City. It didn’t worry him then 
because he had no fear of them. 

A number of other players have been 
removed from one town to another for 
the same reason. Jake Beckley was in 
so badly at Cincinnati that he couldn’t 
go through a game without being roast- 
ed severely from the fans. George Rche 
the erratic sub third baseman of Co- 
miskey’s White Sox, has suffered in 
the same way during the past year, 
and only that he was such a factor in 
winning the world’s championship for 
the Sox against the Cubs the fall be- 
fore kept him with the Chicago Club 
during the past season. 

Frank Isbell was driven to the 
bench a couple of seasons ago. He 
couldn’t hit the ball because when 
he went to bat rowdy fans in‘ the 
bleachers took delight in taunting 
him. 

Evers and the Widow. 

Two years ago Johnny Evers, ‘the 
second baseman of the Cubs, éame 
near falling through the remarks of 
but one tone fan in the Chicago 
bleachers, This same fan took delight 
in roasting Evers day after day about 
some widow the player was ignorant 
about, but he was so badly fussed he 
couldn’t see the bail. The lone rooter 
soon disappeared and Johnny again 
assumed his normal stride. Joe Tink-

States.” 

Behold how great a matter a little spark kind- 
leth. The river project was advanced modestly, 
yet firmly and courageously, for it was known 
to be worthy and it certainly was logical. The 
National Government has jurisdiction over navi- 
gable rivers and it must be looked to for their 
betterment. 

But no sooner is the idea unfolded than om- 
niscient and omnipresent statesmanship smiles 
pityingly and replies in effect: “Of course we 
shall have river improvement, and we shall have 
it everywhere from Killikat Creek to the Ever- 


gestions as to river improvement are narrow and 
short sighted. Go to. We shall have an organi- 
zation which shall not only deepen the rivers but 
Conserve all of the Natural Resources of the 
United States as well.” 

While Conserving the Natural Resources of the 
United States would be a good thing, it is to 
be remembered that most of these resources have 
now passed into private hands and that the Con- 
servation which is likely to receive most favor 


persons and corporations already on the scene 


.|and hopefully awaiting just such Conservation as 


that which is now in mind. 

The natural resources of the United States are 
almost illimitable. Through the recklessness of 
Government some of them have been depleted 
and through the more profitable employment of 
capital and labor elsewhere some of them have 
not been developed at all, but what have they to 
do with the navigation of our rivers? 

We spend a matter of $5,000,000 now and then 
for a battleship. Does someone insist at the same 
time that we appropriate $50,000,000 for land- 
scape gardening in Yellowstone Park? Is the 
army appropriation bill held up every year to 
help out with fertilizers the buoyant individuals 
who may be attempting ..to reclaim the Bad 
Lands of Dakota or the déserts of Arizona? 

Hardly. The Conservation .f the Resources of 
the United States was left to private enterprise, 
where most of it properly belongs, until the Mis- 
sissippi Valley manifested an earnest purpose in 
favor of deep water, and then Conservation tcok 
such a foothold in Washington that nothing could 
stop it. It would Conserve the rivers; it would 
Conserve the forests; it would Conserve the arid 
lands; it would Conserve the mines; it would 
Conserve the fuel supply; it would Conserve 
everything within the earth and above the earth 
and in the waters that roll over the earth. 

The Mississippi Valley is paying for the Panama 
Canal, from which it will gain no commercial 
benefit unless its rivers shall be deepened. This 
new rage for the Conservation of things in the 
great West did not exist when the canal bill was 
pending. It has cong into iife in the nicx of time 
to smother to death a splendid and a necessary 
national work, and probably that is what it was 
intended to do. 

Instead of lavishing public money upon 
schemes to Conserve the Natural Resources of 
the United States, the congressmen from the val- 
ley commonwealths should insist first upon Con- 
serving the Rights and Interests of the People of 
the United States by digging her deep through 
Dixie.

ICE CREAM FOR CHINA SEAS. 
From Popular Mechanics. 

With the steadily increasing demand 
for American-made ice cream en route 
to and from the Orient, an industry 
has sprung up in California which fur- 
nishes to nearly all the ships of the 
trans-Pacific lines ice cream in large 
blocks sufficient in quantity and frozen 
solidity to last the entire trip to Hong- 
kong and back to San Francisco again. 

To cater to this demand a plant has 
been constructed in which the ice 
cream is frozen without the aid of 
ice applied in the usual way. The sub- 
stitute is cold brine, which circulates 
around the freezing tanks after coming 
into contact with ammonia pipes. By 
this process ice cream can be turned 
out at the rate of a batch évery eight 
minutes. The capacity of the plant is 
1000 gallons per day.

The announcement made at Rome that 
the Pope has formally authorized an- 
other revision of the Vulgate, or St. 
Jerome’s Latin version of the Bible. is 
sure to attract attention by reason of 
the open and liberal attitude assymed py 
the head of the church. The work 3s 
intrusted to the most eminent Catholic 
theologians, headed by Abbot Gasquet, 
of the English Benedictines. The re- 
searches are to be carried out in ail 
parts of the world. The abbot will se- 
lect his‘assistants next week, and it fs 
his desire to have among them an 
American. He is not restricted to Cath- 
olics in his selection. The Pope insists 
that the work be done in the most scien- 
tific way in order to convince Catholics 
as well as non-Catholics that this is a 
genuine attempt to discover the true 
basis of the text of St. Jerome.

CHICAGO GRAIN 
MARKETS IN BRIEF 


CHICAGO, Nov. 27.—There was an 
active trade in wheat. The market 
opened easy on poor response by Bu- 
ropean markets to the advances here 
yesterday and liberal receipts in the 
Northwest, but rallied on an advance 
in the price of corn. The market was 
strong the rest of the day. The high 
point for May was 108%. The mar- 
ket reacted somewhat from the high 
point owing to profit taking and 
closed firm, with May 4%@%c higher 
at $1.03\% @$1.038%. 

Corn was active and strong on a 2c 
advance in hogs and firm = cables. 
There was active covering by shorts. 
The high point for May was S5%c. 
The market continued strong and 
closed near the top. May was up 
1@l%e at 55%c. 

There was a fairly active trade in 
oats. The market was strong, influ- 
enced chiefly by the strength in corn. 

















Business in the local wheat miarket 
was on a very moderate scale Wednes- 
duy, but a firm price range prevailed 
throughout and the close was \c to %c 
higher for the day. Liverpool cables 
closed %d to %d higher, Paris closed %c 
to 14%c lower on wheat and 1%c to Mc 
lower on flour, Antwerp wheat closed Sc 
to 1%c lower, Berlin wheat 1%c lower 
and Budapest wheat Ic lower. 


Foreign markets showed a poor re- 
sponse to our advance of Tuesday, and 
this caused an easier opening, the rainy 
weather in the winter belt which 
was considered favorable, also: encour- 
aging the easier tone. The movement 
of wheat to the Northwestern markets 
was liberal, but some rough weather 
and, in some parts snow, was reported 
in sections of that region and Canada, 
and bullish estimates on the crop of the 
latter country were made. Duluth re- 
ported a strong demand for cash wheat 
from the East, traders on the Minneap- 
olis Exchange were reported to be fight- 
ing for cash wheat, and the cash de- 
mand at Chicago was much in excess 
of the supply. Stocks in the Northwest 
again increased, but they are still light, 
and a good demand from millers and 
from Eastern exporters continues, with 
cfferings light. The export demand was 
slow, foreigners being slow to follow 
out advances, and comparatively little 
wheat was worked for abroad, but all 
offerings are finding buyers. The move- 
ment of winter wheat continues rather 
heavy, and stocks again showed small 
increases generally. 

There was practically no pressure to 
sell in the early and middle parts of 
the session, and shorts being inclined 
to cover on the strength in corn, prices 
were bid up steadily, an advance of %c

Towards the Jast of the session trad- 
ing was dull, and some scattered offer-

The corn market was strong through- 
out, an4 there were practically no offer- 
ings. December stocks of corn are very 
light and prospecte are for light de- 
'Nveries of that option, and this, with 
the pronounced siowness of corn in mov- 
ing, and the strong shipping demand 
from the last. were re#ponsibie for the 
early stronz demard. The rainy weath- 
er is unfavorable for corn, but cables 
were only %d higher.

After amending the bill creating a 
Public Service Commission by omitting 


from its membership all city officers, 
the Legislation Committee of the Coun- 
cil has favorably reported the measure. 
The bill was drawn by Charlies F. 
Ziebold, president of the West End 
Business Men’s Association, and was 
introduced in the City Council by Coun- 
cilman Cramer. It authorized a com- 
mission of nine members—the Mayor, 


| president of the Boke of Pulls int 
provements, City Counselor, Speaker of [FF 
the House of Delegates, President of the] 


Council and four representatives of 
various industrial, mercantile and busi- 
ness interests. 

The omission of the city officers was 
at the advice of City Counselor Bates. 
He said that their participation in the 
investigations and recommendations of 
the commission might embarrass them 
later when, in their capacity as city of- 
ficers, they would have to pass on leg- 
islation undertaken at its instance. 

The bill gives the commission the au- 
thority to inquire Into the franchises, 
privileges and ordinances under which 
street railways, telegraphs, telephones, 
gas plants, electric plants and other 
public utilities are operated, to compel 
the attendance of witnesses and _ the 
production jof books in order to get at 
the facts and to recommend reduction 
in rates for their service. The bill ap- 
propriates $10,000 for the commission's 
expenses, including counsel and clerical
